In 
Africa in ſome places there are a gret 
multitude of ſerpẽts, whoſe pꝛoper ties 
they ble fo2 the trvall of their wpues 
chicfly, after this ſoꝛt. If the huſbands 
will haue p2obatton of the honeſtie of 
their w:acs,thep wil pꝛeſent their chil⸗ 
dꝛen befoze the Serpentes, which will 
flye awape if that the childꝛen be legi⸗ 
timate, but if that the Serpentes re⸗ 
maine and feare not, then are they baſ⸗ 
tardes. Mhen they are bitten with ſer⸗

The Pan⸗ 
thers are alſo full of clemencie. We 
reade that if the Female mierte a man 
ſtrayed oz loſt in the wodes , that fle- 
eth foz feare of hir, ſhe will compalle 
him mouing hir tayle, ſhewing vnto 
bima ſigne ot amitie and lone, and al⸗ 
ter that he is aſſured, ſhe will leade

which the man pulleth out, and then 
the tumbleth and plapeth befoze h im 
to glue him thanks. The Tygres are 
dery lyght and nimble,therefoze choſe

t when ſhe is ſpyed of thole that haue 
hir pong ones, they lette one of them 
fall, the which ſhe taketh bp, and cas 
ryeth it to hir repapze, 4 in the meane ' 
tyme, they eſcape with the reit, and 
bzing them to their ſhippes. Camels | 
they are dꝛyuen to paſture toward the 
Eaſt as we doe ſhepe. Wilde Dogs 
haue handes «4 feete almoſt lyke men.

There 
are innumerable kindes of others, 
whereof ſome hane double heades af 
both endes,foz to caſt benime. Fo:rhe 
byting of an Aſpis, there is no reme⸗ 
dy but to cutte that that he hath tou⸗ 
ched. The Cocodzils are ingendzed in 
Nylle, a Ryuer of Egipt , which haue 
— ferte, the ſuinne very harde, and 
they haue no mouing but the bpper 
lippe, and they makc as many egges 
as Gerſe, and they haue ſharpe clawes 
fo: their defence , in the day they re⸗ 
maine on the carth , and the night in 


the waters,whe they open their thꝛote 


in lleepirg, there are little birdes cal- 

led Trochilos that will picke « clenſe 

their teeth, in the which thei take great 
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ner how to cake gliſters, foꝛ by hir na⸗ 
ture ſh c fille th hir necke with water, 
and behind with hir becke, maketh ins 
fuſton into hir bcllp foz to clenſe hir. 
And manye other beaſtes naturallye 
knowe the hearbes that fo2 chem are 
moſt pꝛoper. The Swallow knowerh 
howe to finde an hearbe called Cheli- 
donia, which ſcrueth foz hit põg ones, 
when ther eyes are endomaged. Df 
little beaſtes we finde Cities deſtrops 
ed and people dꝛiuen awap. In Spaine 


with Conies. In Thellaly w Poles. 


In Fraunce with Frogs. In Affricke 
with Locufftes. In the Zle of Ciclados 
with Kattes.Jn Italy with Ser pents. 
In Echiopia with Scoppions. Hyæna 
is ſapd to be a beaſf of doubte nature, 
Male and Female, they will hearken 
at the Cottes of the ſheepehcards,and 


leirne the pꝛoper name that a man is

They are founde in Africa, which is 
the cauſe of ſo many wylde Aſſes, that 
they ingender, the ales do coꝛrene 
the yong ones by byting, they wyll 
tutte the trees along the Ryuers, as 
wyth a knife, they haue tayles like to 
filhes.

no Conpes. And in other places there

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is great dinerſitie of beaſfes, that are 
not in other places.

Nthe ſea there are ma⸗ 
ny greate beaTes, aſwell as

Allo there is manye 
monſters + diuerſitie in many fiſhes, 
foz they couple in many kindes, and 
there is the ſimilitude of all kinde of 
beaſtes on the earth, and rather moꝛe. 
Whales are the moſte greateſt and 
groſleſt beaffes in the Sea, there are 
of two hundzeth peards long. Jn ma⸗ 
ny places ther are rib bones of Mha⸗ 
les of twentye peardes. Alexander 
the great was of ame to mecte them, 
leaſt his Haup 3 1 *

In the Sea there are Eeles thꝛe hun - 
dꝛeth fate long. In the night there 
commeth many fiſhes out ot the Sea, 
that will eate the coꝛne in the fleldes, 
and after returne againe. There is in 
the Sea Peermapdes that haue bene 
ſene, and ſome that haue the ſhape of 
men, and their bopce like vnto mens 
volce, hauing the body of mans ſhape, 
and the lower parts ſcaled like fiſhes, 
with a tayle. And there are Wonlfes, 
Hoꝛſſes, Ales, Yogges and other ſea 
| beaffes,as on the earth. If the fiſhes 
_ aſpire and reſpire as other beaſtes; 
there are dyuers opinions. Plinie doth 
beleue that the moſt part ſleperh and 
reſpireth,ercept thoſe that haue no lis 
uer, and in ſtede of bloud haue humoz. 
The Dolphin is the moff ſwiftetfiſh 
in the Sea, and moſt hardeff to be ta⸗ 
ken: every one foloweth his like, they 


haue pong in ten monthes in do mer, 


and nouriſhe them as doe the Mha⸗ 
les, the olde ones carry the pong ones, 


* 
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and there is alwayes a greate Dol- 

phin, that followeth the little one, they 

bane the tongue mouing lpke a Hog. 
Aboue the nature ol other ſiſhes, they 
loue pong childzen , and the ſounde of 
Inſtruments, they liue th:& hundꝛeth 
peares, and they haue their greatneſſe 
at ten peares, they reioyce when one 
calleth them Symon, 
maine voyce . — cramples are 
both ſcene and reade of little childzen, 
that they haue taryed by Sea on their 
backes t bzought backe againe with- 
out doing them any harme.

The lodgings 
ol the common ſoꝛt, haue ire rowmes 
oꝛ coꝛners foꝛ the woꝛke of their ſire 
fekte, and they make them in cloſe,

Thep haue many diſeaſes, and if any 
of them dye, they bzing him once of

The Parthians which haue 
trees bearing woll, of the whiche is 
made fine cotton cloth, as it is ſapde, 
haue a tre bearing Apples, but þ fruit 
is not to be catẽ, but they haue a mcr- 
uellous ſmell, ſo haue the barkes, the 
whiche being in pour Cheſt among 
pour apparell, caſteth a ſwete ſauour 
oz ſmell ; and this tr& hath alwayes 
fruit, ſome growing ſome dying, and 
ſome ready to gather, and the graftcs 
of this tre will cake in no other coun⸗ 
trex. In India there is both wod and

the leaues the cubites long, and two 
bode, bearing ſuche great fruit, that 
foure men can ſcarce eate one Apple, 
The trees name is Pala, the Apples 
name Aripa, Pepper groweth on lit⸗ 
tle trees as doth Jenuper. In p Indias 
it is ſometpmes mingled with Jenu⸗ 
per berries of that Countrep, whiche 
haue ſome ſtrength, but no ſuche taſt: 
it groweth almoſte white, but foꝛ to 
laſt it is dꝛped in the ſmoke, whiche 
cauſeth it to be blacke, and with the 
ſhꝛubbes of the ſame tree dꝛped in the 
Sunne, is made long Pepper There 
are 
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are other tres whiche in the moꝛning 
alter the dewe, rendereth a certayne 
kinde of hony. In Arabia there are 
trees whiche neuer calf their leaues. 
Others that haue their flonres, that 
beginneth in the moꝛning at p ſunne 
ryſing to open, and at hye none they 
are opened, and after none they begin 
to cloſe, and ſo remapne all night till 
the moꝛning, aud the Payſauntes of 
that countrey lay that the tree ſlepeth.

The Cedar growcth in Siria,of which 
commeth the ſoueraigne rote, That

that that fruaifieth bearcth no floure, 
and the wode laſteth perpetually. Che 
Figge tres in Egipt are lpke to Pul- 
bery træs, the fruite commeth foure 
tymes a peare , againſt the wode and 
not againſt the bzaunches. There are 
many bnknowen trees, ſpecially thoſe 
that haue þ god Cum. There are made 
Coꝛdes oꝛ Ropes of this tre. At Rome 
haue bene found bokes of Philoſophie 
in a Sepulchze betwene two ſfones 
couered with Cedar wod that had laid 
there fine hundzcth thirtie nue peares 
without harme , foz the Cedar neuer 
rotteth,and there is no wd ſo god to 
make wozkes. There are Cedar trees 
ſo bye, that ye can not ſee the toppes, 
and ſo great that there was pꝛeſented 
to Tiberius Ceſar , a table that was 
foure fwte large, and firtie fote long. 
Lotten oz Celtis is a tre in Africa, 

the fruite of which is ſo ſwerte that it 


bealerh al papnes in the belly, and out

CFCeecretes and yvonders &c; 
of that fruite being b2uſed oꝛ pꝛeſt, c6- 
meth wine that will not continue a⸗ 
boue ten dayes.
